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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable. 

Replacing a driver with another one having same functions and a higher driving ability is obvious to a person of ordinary skills in the art 
at the time the invention was made. The driver with higher driving ability would minimize delay, thereby reducing nose/glitch between 
victim and agressor. In addition, sizing or resizing a driver to obtain another one with higher driving capability is well known in the art. 
See, for example US Patent No. 5,900,759, Tarn (i.e. col. 3, II. 22-34). 

Thereby, replacing the driving circuit with another one having same functions and a higher driving ability is not an novelty, and claims 20 
21 are rejected. 

Since nothing in claims 20-21 shows novelty, Examiner respectively requests Applicant withdraw claims 20-21 from the consideration, 
thereby placing the application (claims 1-19) in condition for allowance. 
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
